Alter Treatment of Scarlet Fever. 
The la-t stages of -carlet fever, that 
of desquamation or the time of the shed­ 
ding of the cuticle, is attended with dan­ 
ger both for the patient and attendants; 
the patient is peculiarly liable to com­ 
plications 
arising from taking cold 
easily, and the desquamative scales are 
a frequent and most certain source of 
contagion to th os** about the patient. 
A w riter in a British Medical Journal 
says: 
“ Now to obviate this danger, I have 
for several years been in the habit of 
having my patients sponged over the 
whole surface of the body twice a day — 
commencing as a rule, about a yveek 
from the appearance of the eruption, 
and continuing the process until the 
desquamation is complete—with a mix­ 
ture of one ounce of oatmeal to one 
{lint of boiling water: the solution to be 
made fresh every day and used tepid. 
or at such tem perature as may be com­ 
fortably borne bv the back of the finger. 
Mv reason for using this is that the 
gluten in it i-ticks the scales to each 
other and to the surface of the boily, 
thus allowing of their being removed 
from one sponging to another, without 
the ordinary ri-k of infecting either at­ 
mosphere or clothes, aud greatly lessen­ 
ing the risk of spreading the disease. 
Secondly, the gluten fills up the cracks 
of the ne av skin, and protects it from 
tim cold. as, patch by patch it becomes 
hare, and thus, to say the least, greatly 
Ic.'sens the risk of dropsy which so often 
follows upon this d i s e a s e . . Fooie't

Horses and Their Feet 
W hat make- your horse yvear out in 
one-third of his natural life? 
AV hat 
makes his feet full of corn-? 
W hat 
causes the naviculiar trouble? 
W hat 
bring- on a bog spavin? Why do splints 
come on hordes’ legs? 
Why do horses 
have string-halt? 
W hat is the cause of 
a seedy toe that many horses have? 
W hat make- them have thrush, canker 
of the foot, lam initis and yveak heels? 
The shoe, Mr. Editor, makes and causes 
all the many troubles I have mentioned. 
Still oyvncrs of horse- insist on having 
their horses shod the old way. with a 
heel and a toe shoe: with corks big 
enough for jackscrews. 
How to pre­ 
vent all the above trouble that our }>oor 
horses have to stifler: 
Do not allow 
the smith to u-e a knife on the foot of 
y our horses at all, simply rasp the foot 
off. just enough to get even bearing, 
then apply a tip, or a thin, 
flat shoe: 
should you use the tip never rasp the 
heel down at all: should you have your 
horse’s feet shod with plain flat shoes, 
keep the heels down Ioav enough to get 
a frog pressure: three nails on each side 
is enough to hold it in place on any 
driving hor<c until the shoe is worn 
out. 
Never allow the smith to rasp the 
outside of the foot at all. 
If you will 
follow these instructions you will save 
many a horse from going lame. 
The 
roads are not too hard for any horse's 
feet if you will give the feet any show 
whatever, 
lf you let the smith cut the 
soul and frog to suit his will and pleas­ 
ure. then fill it full of nails, rasp it of!' 
until it is as thin as paper, you must 
expect lame horses, and you will have 
them. 
Only think of the horse in his 
natural state. 
He will travel over any 
road day in and day out, bare foot; 
still as soon as he i- brought to the city 
hi* is scut to the smith, then the trouble 
commences. 
Any horse that is shod 
with a big, heavy shoe never should lie 
allowed to go out of a yvalk. 
A driving 
horse for road pleasure has no more use 
for a calk than the writer has for thirteen 
toes.

of time when the slight hold of 
royalty upon the Norwegian seg­ 
ment of the kingdom will he served, 
and the present democratic con­ 
stitution may be made the basis 
of a republic. 
The Norwegians have been the 
most sedulous sticklers for their 
political and personal liberty of 
any of the Scandinavian race. 
It 
persisted in remaining pagan five 
centuries after the remainderof E u­ 
rope had been Christianized. 
The 
Scandinavians 
never 
adandoned 
their ancient seat when the other 
nations were on the march south 
aud west, and when they did begin 
to emigrate it was westward. They 
followed the sun to get elbow room 
and more liberty. 
Thus the first 
great movement of Norwegians be­ 
gan something over one hundred 
thousand 
years ago to Iceland. 
The emigrants were petty kings 
and independent chieftiaus of Nor­ 
way, who did not wish to acknow­ 
ledge the powerful Harold Harfegr 
as a superior. 
W ithin a centuary 
they filled Iceland with a popu­ 
lation as large as that which ii 
found 
there to-day. 
There, 
iu 
spite of a severe climate, of menac­ 
ing eruptions, of scant su b sta n c e , 
the rugged race has held its own. 
But the Norwegian tendency has 
been still westward. 
The move­ 
ment of the free-spirited have ever 
been westward. 
The Scandinav­ 
ian race have moved along the belt 
of largest liberty, whether it be 
seamed with lava and scarred by 
volcanic 
fire, or beautiful with 
all the richest abundance of nature 
rather than he thanes and thralls 
of tyrannically 
inclined 
kings. 
Naturally 
this impulse led that 
race in large numbers to the North­ 
ern United States, and especially 
to the Northwest. 
Here this un- I 
conquered 
race 
has 
conquered 
hroard acres from the wilderness; 
has been largely contributory to 
the wealth and prosperity of that 
region, has 
infused 
red-blooded 
men and women and physical vigor 
in our varied population, and has 
ever shown its strong apprieciation 
of republican institutions. 
The celebration by the Norweg­

A lter T reatm en t of S ca rlet F ever. 
'I'll© la*t stages of scarlet fever, that 
of desquam ation or the time of the shed­ 
ding of the cuticle, is attended with dan­ 
ger both for the patient and attendants; 
thc patient is peculiarly liable to com­ 
plications 
arising from taking cold 
easily, and the desquam ative scales are 
a frequent and most certain source of 
contagion to those about the patient. 
A w riter in a British Medical Journal 
says: 
“ Now to obviate this danger, I have 
for several years been in the habit of 
having my patients sponged over the 
whole surface of the body twice a day — 
com m encing a* a rule, about a week 
from the appearance of the eruption, 
and continuing the process until the 
desquam ation is com plete—with a mix­ 
ture of one ounce of oatm eal to one 
pint of boiling w ater; the solution to lie 
made fresh every day and used tepid, 
or at such tem perature as may be com ­ 
fortably borne bv thc back of the finger. 
Mv reason for using this is that the 
gluten in it stick* the scales to each 
other and to the surface of the body, 
thus allow ing of their being removed 
from one sponging to another, w ithout 
the ordinary ri*k of infecting either at­ 
m osphere or clothes, aud greatly lessen­ 
ing the risk of spreading the disease. 
Secondly, the gluten fills up the cracks 
of the new skin, and protects it from 
tho cold, as, patch by patch it becomes 
, hare, and thus, to say the least, greatly 
i Jc sorts the risk of dropsy which eo often

Still owners of horses insist on having 
their horses shod the old way. with a 
heel and a toe shoe: with corks big 
enough for jackserews. 
How to pre­ 
vent all the above trouble that our {>001* 
hor-e? have to suffer: 
Do not allow 
the sm ith to use a knife on the foot of 
your horses at all, simply rasp the toot 
off. just enough to get even bearing, 
then apply a tip, or a thin, 
flat shoe; 
should you use the tip never rasp the 
heel down at all: should you have your 
horse's feet shod with plain flat shoes, 
keep the heels down low enough to get 
a frog pressure: three nails on each side 
is enough to hold it in place on any 
driving hor*e until the shoe is worn 
out. 
Never allow the smith to rasp the 
outside of the foot at all. 
If yon will 
follow these instructions you will save 
many a horse from going lame. 
The 
roads are not too hard for any horse's 
feet if you will give the feet any show 
whatever. 
If you let the sm ith cut thc 
*oul and frog to suit his will and pleas­ 
ure. then fill it full of nails, rasp it oft' 
until it is as thin as paper, you must 
expect lame horses, and you will have 
them. 
Only think of the horse in his 
natural state. 
He will travel over any 
road day in and day out, bare foot; 
still as soon as he i* brought to the city 
he is sent to the sm ith, then the trouble 
commences. 
Any horse that is shod 
with a big. heavy shoe never should be 
allowed to go out of a walk. 
A driving 
horse for road pleasure has no more use 
for a calk than the w riter has for thirteen 
toe*. 
Any man who tells you that a 
foot which is strong and healthy re­ 
quires a shoe to protect the frog and 
heels tells you what is not so. and he 
can prove it by showing results.

In fact the

There is fine stage of water 
over the various rapids.

only a fare logging season, owning 
to the early break up, and the 
supply would have been seriously 
effected but for the rain.

T h e S t C lo u d C y c lo n e . 


W ash in gton , April 28.— The re­ 
cent tornado in 
Minnesota was 
predicted roughly by the signal of­ 
fice bureau, but no announcement 
made of the fact. 
It is the rule of 
the bureau, it seems not to pre­ 
dict cyclones. 
From their nature 
it is impossible to determine with 
any degree of accuracy w here they 
are likely to strike. 
The weather 
reports received from over a wide 
area of country show where differ­ 
ent temperatures are likely to pro­ 
duce a disturbance in air masses 
and originate dangerous storms, 
but it is impossible to say where 
these storms will strike when they 
have developed into cyclones 
It 
is vaguely believed by the most ad­ 
vanced students of the weather, 
that the terrific force of a tornado 
is not due to air in motion but to 
electricity. 
All the phenomenon 
of such a cyclone as that at St. 
Cloud point to a greater force than 
it is possible to conceive exiaiting 
in the air alone. 
Two separate 
predictions were made in the sig­ 
nal office. 
On the morning of the 
14th of April, the day of the tor­ 
nado, Lieut. Finley, who has charge 
of the storm division, predicted cy­ 
clones in 
eastern 
Dakota and 
northern Iowa. Other observations 
predicted cyclones in Kansas and 
Iowa, It seems there were tornadoes 
in Kansas and Iowa, and the east­ 
ern Dakota prediction may easily 
be regarded as applciable to the 
Minnesota storm. 
The signal ser­ 
vice bureau has given a great deal 
of attenteon to tornadoes during 
the past few years and 
is very 
anxious to obtain an accurate and 
scientific description of a tornado. 
There are a number of volunteers 
in 
office 
who would 
gladly go 
through the horrors of such a storm 
as that a St. Cloud if they could 
only know of its coming and be on 
hand with an aneroid barometer. 
The theory of most meteorologists 
is that there is a very heavy pre- 
surc of the atmosphere during the 
storm, and 
that the 
barometer 
would go quite low. 
The most ad­ 
vanced thinkers on the subject be­ 
lieve that exactly the reverse is 
true, and that the barometer would 
show that much of the 
damage 
thot is done in the center of the 
storm is because of very light pres­ 
sure. 
Some buildings have been 
known to almost shake from the 
force of the air within, showing 
that there must have been a very 
considerable vacuum outside the 
building.

T h e y W ill C e le b ra te . 


The Norwegians 
of Minnesota 
propose to celebrate, next month, 
with unusual enthusiasm, the an­ 
niversary of the promulgation of 
the fundamental law at Eidsvold, 
May. 17 1814, by which Norway 
was declared a free, independent 
indivisible kingdom, united with 
Sweden under the same king, says 
the Press. 
Wherever Norwegians 
are found the same spirit of liberty 
exists which has made them an 
unconquerable people, and however 
far distant they may be from their 
mother land they jealously regard 
her rights and liberties, and take 
pride in a constitution framed 
in 
Norway's own interest and freely 
adopted. 
Thus Norwegians in the 
I nited States have regarded with 
a deeper interest than generally j 
supposed the constitutional crisis J 
ot the past fetv years in Norway. 
Although they have left the pro- : 
tection ot the battle axe of St. Plaf, 
and actualize their liberties under 
another flag than that which bears 
the dark blue cross on a red ground 
they have been sympathetic with 
the successful resistance of their 
brethern in Norway 
to the at­ 
tempted 
encoachment 
of 
King 
Oscar’s ministers upon tlicir consti- 
tional 
rights. 
Norwegians 
only 
consented to the rule of the house 
of Bernadothe over their country 
upon its solemn pledge to maintain 
the provisions of the fundamental 
law of 1814. 
The king’s claim to 
the 
right 
of 
absolute 
veto 
is 
seduously denied, and the difficult­ 
ies of the past two years have so 
stimulated the growth of republi- J 
canism that it is only a question ; 
of time when the slight hold of 
royalty upon the Norwegian seg­ 
ment of the kingdom will be served, 
and the present democratic con­ 
stitution may be made the basis 
of a republic. 
The Norwegians have been the 
most sedulous sticklers for their 
political 
and personal liberty of 
any of the Scandinavian race. 
It 
persisted in remaining pagan five 
centuries after the remainderof E u­ 
rope had been Christianized. 
The 
Scandinavians 
never 
adandoned 
their ancient seat when the other 
nations were on the march south 
and west, and when they did begio 
to emigrate it was westward. They 
followed the sun to get elbow’ room 
and more liberty. 
Thus the first 
great movement of Norwegians be­ 
gan something over one hundred 
thousand 
years ago to 
Iceland. 
The emigrants were petty kings 
and independefit chieftians of Nor­ 
way, who did not wish to acknow­ 
ledge the powerful Harold Harfegr 
as a superior. 
W ithin a centuary 
they filled Iceland with a popu­ 
lation as large as that which i« 
found 
there 
to-day. 
There, 
in 
spite of a severe climate, of menac­ 
ing eruptions, of scant suhsistance, 
the rugged race has held its own. 
But the Norwegian tendency has 
been still westward. 
The move­ 
ment of the free-spirited have ever 
been westward. 
The Scandinav­ 
ian race have moved along the belt 
of largest liberty, whether it be 
seamed with lava and scarred by 
volcanic 
fire, or 
beautiful with 
all the richest abuadance of nature 
rather than be thanes and thralls 
of tyrannically 
inclined 
kings. 
Naturally 
this impulse led that 
race in large numbers to the North­ 
ern United States, and especially 
to the Northwest. 
Here this un- 
conqucred 
race 
has 
conquered 
broard acres from the wilderness; 
lias been largely contributory to 
the wealth and prosperity of that 
region, has 
infused 
red-blooded 
men and women and physical vigor 
in our varied population, and lias 
ever show n its strong appreciation 
of republican institutions. 
The celebration by the Norweg­ 
ians of the maulgation of the in­ 
strument 
which set the seal of 
confirmation 
on 
the liberties of 
their brethern in Norway embodies 
an emphasis of their devotion to 
the general principal of personal 
and political liberty. 
Norwegians 
coming to this country do 
not 
have to learn the privileges of a 
free government, for there home 
constitution 
embodies 
the most 
pronounced 
democratic 
institu­ 
tions existing in Europe. 
Such an 
element is always a safe one for 
the republic- 
There is no disposi­ 
tion among them to construct li­ 
cense out of liberty and lawlessness 
out of license.
